meeting of that body instead of the usual 
hotel. We were gratified by this movement inasmuch 
as we have always felt that retail hardware organiza- 
tions, as they are conducted at the present time, are 
an incomparable boon and that any action tending to 
increase their efficiency should be welcomed and fos- 
tered. Moreover, we were pleased with this intelli- 
gence from a personal standpoint. Way back in Janu- 
ary THE AMERICAN ARTISAN saw the numerous ad- 
vantages to be derived from using a hall instead of a 
hotel for meetings and exhibition purposes. The ac- 
tion of the Illinois body in selecting a hall is therefore 
entirely in line with our own suggestions. Let us quote 
from one of our editorials appearing at that time: 


In the first place, state hardware conventions are un- 
questionably permanent institutions. The establishment of af- 
filiated insurance associations, the steady and gratifying 
growth of each state association, the increase in the number 
of associations, and the accomplishment of much _ benefit 
through these agencies are all positive indications of con- 
tinued prosperity. 

The presence of traveling salesmen has always been wel- 
comed at these gatherings and succeeding years have seen 
. large attendance of representatives of leading manufacturers 
nd jobbers with displays of their newest goods, which in 
themselves are a valuable educational feature of these meet- 
ngs and add to the benefit the dealer receives from attend- 
nee, 

Another class of exhibitors at these meetings is found 

the specialty manufacturer, sometimes a man of small 
pital. 

He cannot afford to send representatives to the trade to 
troduce his single specialties, but by utilizing these gather- 
gs of several hundred retailers he can acquaint a large 
ction of the trade with the feature. of his specialty at a 
mparatively small outlay. 

Dealers attending a convention, officials as well as pri- 





vates in the ranks, visit various exhibits, ask questions, col 
lect souvenirs, samples and circulars, jot down prices and 
often place orders 

Unfortunately, they do not know that their manufactur 
ing and jobbing friends generally pay stiff and at times out 
rageous prices for the space in the hotels which they utilize. 
Oftentimes the room on the parlor floor taken by the exhibitor 
costs from $15 to $100 during a convention, and where there 
are from twenty to forty exhibitors, the toll they pay the hotel 
where headquarters are established often foots up to mors 
than the entire expense of running the retail association for 
a year 

As long as the retailers take no attion on this matter, 
the hotels will continue to. take a good rake-off from exhib: 
tors, and even if retailers, by alert:and aggressive watchful 
ness, curb exorbitant charges, still even the average hotel 
prices charged for exhibition space are not low, by any means 

Why should the hotels make from $500 to $1,000 for ex 
hibition space at the various conventions ? 

Why should not this sum be divided between the retailers 
and their exhibiting friends? 

We belicve that if the associations took up this matter and 
arranged to rent out space in the same building where their 
meeting was held, the entire trade would be benefited 

(1) The retail association would secure a handsome 
revenue by charging about half the rates the decent hotels 
do now. 

(2) The chronic complaint that persuasive traveling men 
spirit members away during sessions to see their exhibits 
would be largely obviated. 

(3) Many makers of specialties would exhibit who are 
now deterred by the high prices charged for desirable space 
for exhibits. 

(4) It would be easier to start the sessions on time, as 
the dealers would be at the combined exhibition and con 
vention hall rather than loitering in the hotel corridors 

Taking up the manufacturers’ and jobbers’ side. 

(1) There would be a material saving in expense 

(2) Every exhibitor would feel that he was contributing 
toward the financial success of the convention 

(3) The small exhibitor or the late comer who failed 
to get desirable space would not be obliged to induce dealers 
to walk 100 feet east, then up two flights, then 50 feet north 
and 80 feet west, to reach his goods 

(4) Many exhibitors under the present regime have to 
keep their rooms with exhibits therein locked when called 
away for meals or business to prevent vandalism and petty 
thieving by bellboys, chambermaids, and other irresponsible 
outsiders, while with the exhibits bunched in the hall, the an 
noyance of these greedy poachers would be done away with. 

(5) Where a hotel room is used for exhibition purposes 
and for lodging, as well, the exhibitor, particularly in the 
morning, is often a victim .of the chambermaid’s negligence, 
the overworking of the porter and bellboys, the crowding of 
elevators, the absence of suitable tables, etc., for showing 
samples, and cannot give his exhibit the justice he should, 


"and which he believes he could in a special exhibit hall 


A feasible plan in this connection, it would seem to us, 
would be the appointment by the various associations of ex- 


hibit committees of about three members, chosen from the 
city where the next convention is to be held. It would be the 
duty of this committee about two months before the con- 
vention met, to make arrangements for a hall with space for 
exhibits and arrange with different manufacturers and jobbers 
for letting this space. . 

Add to these potent arguments the saving from 
overcharges for porterage, elevator hauling, tips, ete. 
the better service, and our present position is made 
clear. The use of a large hall will work out to the 
improvement of the conventions of every state not 
only of those held in larger cities. It is an idea which 
deserves the close scrutiny of every member. The 
Illinois exhibit committee is in line for the hearttest 
congratulations.

Esau passed under the yoke voluntarily. He freely 
and deliberately surrendered all rights sacred to the 
freedom-loving mortal. Esau was an intelligent man. 
He was not an ordinary slave. 

Esau sold his birthright, but there was some excuse. 
He became a slave, but he was starving. He was 
henceforth doomed to grovel at Jacob’s feet, but it 
was either that or the grave. Esau’s work was in the 
future to be known as Jacob’s work, but Esau must 
live. No honor, no glory, no individuality for Esau, 
but bread. Verily, a man must live. 

But the American manufacturer has absolutely no 
excuse for selling his birthright. The world does not 
look with pardon upon the man who surrenders the 
prerogative of stamping his own brand-upon his own 
tool. The world does not sympathize with the job- 
ber’s slave. There is no impending starvation. There 
is no supreme necessity. There will be no pre-eminent 
competition with the concerted action of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association behind him. 

It is not a case of “must.” It is a case of renuncia- 
tion. It is the unconditional surrender of honor, per- 
sonality, reputation. It is cringing submission before 
an enemy, powerless yet arrogant, impotent yet dic- 
tatorial. 








THE present teamsters’ strike in Chicago is entire- 
ly unique for more than one reason. In the first place 
its inception was entirely causeless. 

Teamsters’ Along last fall less than a dozen tailors 
Strike. employed by Montgomery Ward & Co., 

of -Chicago, struck. Their places were 

immediately filled by non-union men. About the first 
of April, 1905, the teamsters of Montgomery Ward 
& Co. declined to work for a concern which em- 
ployed men who did not belong to a union. The man- 
agers of Montgomery Ward & Co. determined to 
allow no outside interests to interfere with their 
business. They accordingly filled the places of the 
striking teamsters and commenced to make deliveries 
with police protection. The firm, however, had con- 
tracts with other concerns, and these other concerns 
decided to fulfill their contracts with Montgomery 
Ward & Co. by making deliveries in spite of the fact 
that the latter concern had been declared “unfair.” 
In attempting to make these deliveries the employers 
found that the teamsters were not disposed to allow 
them to live up to their contracts. They absolutely 
refused to make deliveries to the boycotted houses. 
In this way numerous sympathétic strikes were called 
until, at length, they involved the whole city and inclu- 
ded amongst other extensive shippers all the railroad 
express companies entering Chicago. In fact the 
farce was carried to such extremes that the pupils of 
at least two of the public schools refused to attend 
school because coal hac been delivered to these schools 
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according to previous contracts by non-union team- 
sters. 

The strike is unique in another respect: It shows 
clearly the wonderful idiocy with which some of the 
labor unions are possessed in their struggles with em- 
ployers. Whether or not labor unions are desirable is 
still an open question. It is plainly apparent, how- 
ever, that when these unions are conducted by un- 
scrupulous, bull-headed and unthinking leaders, and 
when they are composed of men whose places can be 
readily filled by others whose only necessary qualifica- 
tion is affiliation with the human species—then, it is 
absolutely certain that the union itself is not only 
doomed, but together with its own destruction will 
carry with it, to a certain extent, the business inter- 
ests of the community in which it exists, and to a 
greater extent, the welfare and very life of the other 
unions composed of a more intelligent class of men, 
and conducted by abler leaders. The present strug- 
gle of the teamsters presents no outcome except the 
absolute annihilation of the teamsters’ union, whose 
dying struggle presents a most piteous and yet ridicu- 
lous appearance. Owing to this unfortunate faux 
pas of the teamsters, the development of the labor 
unions, in this section of the country, will be set back 
two or three years. The struggle has merely been 
another instance of the physically powerful and men- 
tally impotent bull wrecking the china shop. The 
teamsters’ union has not only made things unpleas- 
ont and unsatisfactory for the employers and the in- 
habitants of Chicago but it has wounded seriously its 
own cause and the cause of its fellow unions. 








One of the best friends, whom this paper has ever 
had, recently wrote, asking why in the name of com- 


mon sense and self-interest we had pub- 
lished the following slander in our May 
13th issue: 

“For chicanery, fallacious logic 
and perversion of power, your paper is cer- 
tainly the limit. Your stand on the question 
of jobbers’ brands is not only the height 
of idiocy, but is calculated to wreak an immeas- 
urable injury to the present methods for the distribu- 
tion of merchandise. A spirit of blackguardism will 
probably not prompt you to publish this letter.” 

Our friend maintained that an article such as the one 
quoted would bias the opinion of a reader whether he 
will,or no. He argued that inasmuch as this paper is 
not possessed of a spirit of blackguardism, the mere 
suggestion is harmful. The letter he claims is not one 
which would do any good to anybody, nor one which 
would confer benefit to-either the writer of the letter, 
the object of the tirade, or the subscribers of the paper. 

While we agree with our worthy friend as to the 
absolute absence of any beneficial returns from the pub- 
lication of these words, we believe that if a paper 
should publish commendatory letters which it receives, 
it should also in strict justice to its readers, print those 
which are not of a complimentary nature. We believe 
that the bouquets and brickbats should appear simul- 
taneously and impartially. We believe that our sub- 
scribers are entitled to express their opinions in these 
columns whether their opinions are favorable or un- 
favorable. It is not our purpose to gag expressions of 
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opinion. We believe that such a policy is un-Ameri- 
can. 

Moreover, an additional reason for publishing this 
letter was the fact that it struck our Sense of humor 
in a very decisive way. We were amused to find that 
the chicanery, fallacious logic and perversion of power 
were entirely on our correspondent’s part, and not sins 
with which we were imbued. Likewise, we took par- 
ticular satisfaction in realizing that while our own 
stand in the matter might possess symptoms of idiocy, 
our correspondent’s stand was not invulnerable. We 
were inclined to raise a hearty laugh when we came 
to the “spirit of blackguardism.”” We never take a 
<dlare. 

And then, too, we must confess that the extraordi- 
nary bigotry of the writer excited our admiration. It 
is not often that one has the good fortune to meet with 
an individual who is so utterly blind to his own posi- 


.tion in the universe. We admire also his entire destitu- 


tion of even the small amount of humor allotted to the 
average mortal, of his entire inability to restrain him- 
self from a desire to imitate the ways of the jack- 
ass. His choice of words is highly commendable like- 
wise. We love nothing so much as strength, vigor, 
audaciousness, even in an animal. We are proud of 
our find. We are glad-to show him off. We exult 
in placing him upon exhibition, even though, accord- 
ing to our friend, we do so to our own detriment. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

In one of his falsely serious moods, Chas. Dickens, 
the novelist, drew the pathetic picture of a man dying 
of spontaneous combustion and being transformed 
from a healthy and vigorous piece of manhood into a 
pile of noisome ashes. Most readers when they read 
this vivid and utterly strange incident were inclined to 
laugh. One man, however, had the curiosity to ask 
Dickens why he included such an unusual and unbe- 
lievable occurrence in a supposedly truthful novel. 
Dickens answered, “Because it was absolutely true; I 
read it in the newspaper.” 

Whether or not a thing is absolutely true, does not 
serve in the least to make it valuable or invaluable for 
literary purposes. It is necessary to make the thing 
seem true. Shakespeare, Victor Hugo and others of 
the more polished literary artists, realized this fact, and 
though they told the most outlandish lies and gave their 
imaginations the freest play, they took mighty good 
care to keep their lies and their vagaries within the 
limits of reason. Their fairies and their Jean Val- 
jeans seem absolutely human. Their actions are in ac- 
cordance with the actions of the average men and 
women. 

All this is neither here nor there, except as it shows 
in a way the great value which the world places upon 
appearance. It is not my purpose to discredit the 
worth which actually exists, or to say that appearances 
count for more than actual intrinsic value. I do be- 
lieve, however, that people are too much inclined to 
the belief that being is everything and seeming nothing. 

While this world is not too busy to study the internal 
mechanism of a person or a thing, in the great major- 
ity of instances, the world doesn’t care to. A superfi- 
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cial knowledge is enough in most instances, and the 
world is content to pass judgment without serious 
study. 


Take, for example, the woman who comes into a 
hardware store and sees two ranges. One is a great 
deal heavier than the other, has a perfect flue construc- 
tion with durable grates and an oven that is heated to 
the same degree in every corner. The other is a little 
cheaper and a little lighter with an oven thermometer 
and no especially commendatory features. But the 
latter range has been thoroughly polished with the best 
stove polish. It scintillates with the effervescence of 
nickel plate, possesses the reflecting powers of a 
French mirror, and delightful variegations of color. It 
strikes the lady’s eye immediately and she carries it off. 

The former range is unquestionably the better, but 
in spite of its intrinsic merit it lacks the merit of at- 
tractive appearance. The polish would cost less than 
ten cents and the work could be performed by a $6.00 
a week office boy. Nevertheless, the range remains 
without this polish and the other range is sold. The 
example is valuable because it shows why one dealer 
can sell so many stoves and another dealer who has a 
better stock, is to be accounted second best. And this 
instance does not only apply to stoves, but it applies 
to the whole hardware store. There is no_ getting 
around the fact that people do judge by appearance and 
that the infinite little details in the window, on the 
shelves—a clean floor, a whitewashed ceiling, freshly 
painted counters—all of these things do count and they 
count a lot in creating a favorable or a prejudiced im- 
pression upon the customer as he enters the store. 


Take the method by which most of our employes are 
hired at the present time. An advertisement is insert- 
ed in one of the metropolitan dailies ; a key number is 
attached, and respondents are requested to answer by 
letter. The employer judges entirely by means of this 
letter. He judges by the hand writing, he judges by 
the diction, by the spelling, by the general tenor and so 
on. These are all superficial features, yet according 
as they strike a responsive chord in the prospective em- 
ployer or as they do not, just so is the man who an- 
swers the ad given a chance or thrown down. Ap- 
pearance in this case counts for everything. 

Another example is the salesman. Dealers are very 
quick to form a biased judgment in regard to the 
drummer as he enters the store. The part in his hair, 
the necktie, the gold watch chain, the size of his mouth, 
the style of his shoes—all of these things form parts of 
a general estimate which make the drummer’s cause 
futile or successful. In exactly the same way the cus- 
tomer forms an estimate of the hardware clerk. 


I know of a man who used to sell toilet articles in a 
large Chicago department store. He was eminently 
successful in this line, and would soon have been made 
a floor walker had he not been called away to a small 
town in Illinois. Without the slightest knowledge of 
hardware or any of its branches, he got a position as 
clerk in a local hardware store. He was extremely 
successful from the very beginning. He was soon able 
to sell more goods and in greater bulk than his em- 
ployer. I afterwards asked him how he accounted for 
his extreme success in this direction, and he answered, 
“Appearance.”

It is announced that the Shelby Stove Co., Shelby, 
O., is about to be reorganized. 


The buffers employed in the Detroit stove plants 
have been granted an increase of wages of 15 cents 
a day. 

The first castings were run at the plant of ‘the 
Tennessee Stove & Foundry Co., Chattanooga, Tenn., 
on May 9th. 

It is said that the Waterloo Stove Co. afe a new 
concern about’to open up a manufacturing plant at 
Waterloo, Ia. 

The Louisville Tin & Stove Co., of Louisville, Ky., 
are about to erect a five-story factory and warehouse, 
100x200 feet, in connection with their present plant. 


The Wabash Stove Co. of Wabash, Ind., are con- 
templating the erection of a plant in Michigan City, 
Ind. This company is capitalized at $10,000 and man- 
ufactures the Allingham gas stove and fuel saver. It 
was organized about eight months ago. 

It is announced that the Hunt & Miller Stove Works 
at Hudson, N. Y., have been purchased by Jason C. 
Moore, the president of the Moore-Texas Rice & 
Canal Co. The plant will be used in the future for 
the manufacture of copper fittings, including copper 
steam boilers. 


It is announced that a receiver has been appointed 
for the Star Shovel & Range Co., Vincennes, Ind. 
The receiver has authority from’the court to operate 
the plant until the unfinished goods and material in 
hand are exhausted. Some of the stockholders, how- 
ever, are said to favor the reorganization of the old 
company, but no plans have been definitely formed.

As selling features, 
they name first-class workmanship, cover hinge, nickel 
tea shelf, and nickeled cover lifter, the high quality of 
the material used in the manufacture, re-enforced tops, 
drilled feet, etc. 


J. J. Leonard of Toledo, O., who has been identi- 
fied with the stove trade for almost a quarter of a 
century, is the prime mover in the Leonard Stove 
& Range Co., of Bowling Green, O. This concern 
have just completed an extensive and thoroughly 
equipped foundry for the manufacture of stoves and 
ranges, and operations will commence this week. The 
plant will occupy more than two acres of ground. 
The concern will push the sales of the Star steel range, 
though all grades of stoves and cast ranges will be 
manufactured. 


The fire bowl used in the construction of the Cler- 
mont airtight hot blast is molded in one piece with nar- 
row perpendicular slots cast in the anti-buckling ring.

VITREOUS ENAMELING. 





C. N. Hooper of Dubuque, Ia., technologist, an- 
nounces that he has been very successful with the 
installation of a new producer gas firing muffle fur- 
nace for burning enameled steel ware. This furnace 
is said to cost no more than the furnaces generally 
used for this purpose. It is said to consume less than 
one-half as much coal, to be less expensive in the way 
of repairs, and to turn out more and better work. 

Mr. Hooper claims that it consumes less than one 
and one-half tons of bituminous slack coal every 
twenty-four hours. He also claims that it gives far 
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ore heat than other similar furnaces without any 
luctuation in temperature and that it can be regu- 
ated as easily as a gas stove. The fires are central- 
zed near the side track and the gas piped to the fur- 
nace. There is said to be no dirt or dust and no fire- 
proof partitions between the firing and enameling room 
are necessary. An inexpensive stack is all that is 
necessary. 

Mr. Hooper is also the inventor of the original 
serving-fork. He claims that his fork is inexpensive 
in application and reduces the distance between the 
muffle furnace and the drying and storing racks. The 
handle is from four to six feet in length. The burner 
is protected from the heat of the grate by a shield 
and lifts but one-fourth of the load. This load can 
be close to the fulcrum for ten feet away without 
changing the pounds lifted by the man at the handle. 
The serving-fork transfers the bulk of the load to 
the crane instead of the handle.

BECKWITH INVENTION. 





A. K. Beckwith, superintendent of the Estate of 
P. D. Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich., is the inventor of 
some decided improvements in stove reservoir con- 
struction. Mr. Beckwith has received patent rights on 
these innovations and describes them as follows in his 
plea: 

“The objects of this invention are first, to provide 
an improved reservoir by which water may be quickly 
heated; second, to provide an improved reservoir for 
stoves or ranges by which a maximum amount of the 
waste heat may be utilized; third, to provide an im- 
proved reservoir for stoves or ranges in which the 
heating of the water is under control. 

“Figure 1 is a detail vertical sectional view 
through a structure embodying the features of my in- 
vention, taken on a line corresponding to line 1 1 of 
Fig. 2. Fig. 2 is a detail horizontal sectional view 
taken on line 2 2 of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is an enlarged de- 
tail view taken on line 3 3 of Fig. 2. Fig. 4 is a detail 
sectional view showing the manner of supporting the 
reservoir on the range, taken on line 4 4 of Fig. 3. 

“In the drawings the sectional views are taken look- 
ing in the direction of the little arrows at the ends of 
the section lines, and similar letters of reference refer 
to similar parts throughout the several views. 

“Referring to the lettered parts of the drawings, A 
represents the rear portion of my improved stove or 
1ange, and A’ the oven thereof. These parts are illus- 
trated in conventional form. 
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“I provide a back plate a, which is convex on its 
outer face or curves outwardly. (See Figs. 1 and 2.) 
The back plate a is cast or formed of rigid material. 

“The reservoir B is formed of sheet metal, prefer- 
ably copper, and its inner side b is clamped against the 
convex face of the back plate a by the supporting- 
straps N’. The clamping of the side of the reservoir 
against the convex plate a holds the side of the reser- 
voir in close contact therewith over its entire surface 
and places the same under tension, so that the tend- 
ency to buckle or the possibility of its buckling and 
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engage the cnd plates C’. The inner edges of the 
metal casing C are turned inwardly to form flanges 
c’. These flanges c’ are engaged by the lugs bb’ on 
the straps B’, so that the parts are securely supported. 

“The flue of the range is provided with a leaf-like 
damper c. (See Figs. 2 and 3.) The damper c is 
pivoted on the projecting ears f on the plate a. The 
damper is controlled by the handle g’, which is con- 
nected thereto by the link g, arranged through the 
plate a. When the damper is in its closed position, 
heat passing through the flue is deflected against 
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thereby forming air chambers between the side of 
the reservoir and the plate is overcome. The inner 
end of the supporting straps B’ of the reservoir are 
bent outwardly and perforated to receive the bolts e, 
which are arranged through the back plate a. The 
straps are of such length that tension can be applied 
thereto by the bolts. 

“The reservoir B is surrounded by a casing C, 
forming an air-chamber C” between it and the side 
walls of the reservoir. The casing C is embraced by 
the framelike end plate C’, supported on the plate a. 
Outwardly projecting flanges i on the back plate a

the plate a. When the damper is in its open position, 
it extends upwardly alongside of the plate a, deflect- 
ing the heat therefrom. By adjusting the same the 
amount of heat delivered against the plate a is con- 
trolled and the temperature of the water in the reser- 
voir nicely regulated, and as the contact of the reser- 
voir with the back plate a is close, the heat is readily 
conducted to the water, so that a maximum amount 
of the same is utilized. 

“The structure is economical to produce in its parts 
and the parts are readily assembled and the reservoir 
can be readily detached.”

The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. As a rule we find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to their use.

In the special brand denuficiations which have appéared 
in your columns for the past month or more, I have seen 
very little or nothing about the benefits which the employ- 
ment of private brands undoubtedly is in meeting catalogue 
house competition. You seem to forget that in trying to prove 
to the consumer that catalogue house goods can be sold more 
cheaply than through the retailer, the catalogue house will 
immediately seize as leaders, those goods which the retailer 
carries in stock. 

If the retailer carries in stock wares of the same brand 
as the catalogue house, and under the same name, it is pretty 
safe to assume that the retailer will not be selling many of 
those brands. Not only that, but the catalogue house, in 
proving to the public that they are selling one tool at a bet- 
ter price than the retailer, will tend to take away from the 
retailer the sales on other articles. Under the private brand 
system, it is utterly impossible for the catalogue house to 
meet the retailer in competition for the same wares. The 
catalogue houses of course cannot buy from jobbers, and 
probably would not if they could. 

The catalogue house question is pre-eminent just at pres- 
ent, and it is rightly so. It is the principal issue which is up 
to the retailer to meet, I think it is decidedly to the retailer’s 
interest to confine his energies to fighting the latter evil, and 
not to be directed toward other phantoms by radical and 
irresponsible leaders. “NorTHWEST.” 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 


I read with interest the letter signed “Mc” in a recent 
issue of your publication. This is one of the strongest points 
which has ever been put forward in condemnation of the 
jobbers’ brand. The other points seem to me to be a trifle 
forced. There is no particular disadvantage to the retailer in 
the fact that some jobbers prefer to build up a reputation for 
their own tools instead of enhancing the manufacturers’ repu- 
tation. It is just as right and proper for the jobber,to build 
up his trade as it is for anybody else. Likewise I think that 
the claim that jobbers’ brands necessarily cost more and are 
worth less than makers’ brands is absolute bosh. More than 
one big jobbing house in this country takes the whole output 
of a factory. Consequently there is no extra cost in stamping 
the output with the jobber’s brand. The cost of production is 
exactly the same as it would be if the maker’s brand ap- 
peared on the goods. 

I won’t admit either that makers’ brands necessarily have 
a better reputation than jobbers’ brands. It is true that job- 
bers’ brands are newer, but even with this decided disadvan- 
tage some of the jobbers have made their brands so well 
known that not only the retailers but a large part of the con- 
sumers ask for them when buying goods. In case the jobbers 
continue to use their brands, I haven’t the slightest doubt but 
what in a very short time their stamp will be as popular and 
as well known as any stamp that has ever been used by the 
manufacturers. 

The system has some bad features, however. Among 
these I would name the overpowering mania for the use of 
these brands by jobbers and retailers who only expect to sell 
two or three dozen of a certain article, and the evil to which 
“Mc” calls attention in the letter referred to before. The evil 
which I regard as so potent is the habit which jobbers have 
ormed of transferring the contract, in accordance with which 





their wares are made, from one manufacturing concern to an- 
other, and the more injurious habit of allowing more than 
orfe concern to manufacture and stamp with the same brand 
the same article. This latter evil is the one to which I would 
like to call particular attention. A brand which is made by 
more than one concern is absolutely unreliable. It is a 
forgery. Jobbers by permitting the continuation of this cus- 
tom are creating a condition which is worse than mere ab- 
sence of reliability. In addition to the evils which result 
from the fact that the consumer does not know what he is 
getting, it is evident that the consumer will ofttimes be de- 
ceived. “Mc” shows this in his letter. I have had some ex- 
perience myself and this is how I happen to know what I do 
know about the subject. 

I bought a hammer. It lasted for about three months and 
I never had any trouble with it. Finally, it was mislaid. 
Later on, I had occasion to do some work around the house 
which required a hammer. I went down and bought another 
one which I supposed was exactly like it. I took the hammer 
home and attempted to pull a nail from some plaster. With- 
out the slightest warning and without the slightest cause one 
of the claw projections snapped. I was somewhat surprised 
and took the hammer out in the yard and without any effort 
broke the head into small pieces with a hatchet. 

Afterwards I went down to see the retailer and found 
that the hammer in question was one of a second shipment 
which he had received from the jobber. I was in a position to 
investigate and learn the truth. Out of mere curiosity I 
looked into the subject and found that these hammers were 
made for the jobber and with the jobber’s stamp by three 
different firms, all at the same time. This is something which 
ought to be stopped and I hope that this letter will be of some 
avail. “Unbiased.”

I am glad that THe American ARTISAN has taken up the 
question of private brands and I hope that you will continue 
it. It is a question in which retailers should be greatly inter- 
ested, inasmuch as the catalogue houses, under the present 
system, are getting the well known manufacturers’ brands and 
we are getting the tools which nobody ever heard of. If we 
buy some old tools, the kind the people ask for, we find upon 
looking over the mail order house catalogues that they are 
selling the exact tools which we are and getting them at prices 
which I, for one, can’t make any profit on. I asked the secre- 
tary of the association of my state what to do about the mat- 
ter and he told me not to buy the tools which the catalogue 
houses sell. That’s pretty poor advice, however, as I find, 
when thinking the matter over, that catalogue houses want the 
best goods and they can get the best goods. I want the best 
goods, too, and in trying to get the stuff that sells best we both 
buy the same stuff, They can buy it cheaper than I can and a 
good deal cheaper, and in that case they can undersell me. 

For this reason I thought private brands were good 
things at first. I found out that the mail order houses can’t 
get private brands and that we can, but the private brands 
that they give us in place of the makers’ brands are not so 
good, or if they are as good I find that they cost a great deal 
more. The jobbers seem to be laying it on too heavy and to 
be making too much profit. They will kill their own game. 
Some other scheme ought to be devised and I hope the manu- 
facturers and southern jobbers will take up the question in the 
next meeting. SS Ae

“Round Oak” in your last issue is trying to do the 
impossible—as the partition does not extend to ceil- 
ing and the warm air cannot be induced to descend 
to floor unless the room has a door, and partitions 
extend to ceiling. 

Neither will cold air be removed from floor of 
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office, unless the space between base of stove and 
floor is made almost airtight. Unless “Round Oak” 
will do what is suggested above, and uses a 12-inch 
draw, we think it will be a failure. 

The better way would be to place a hot water radi- 
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ator in office of sufficient size to heat it, and use a 
water attachment in. stove, run the supply overhead 
and bring return pipe back under floor, you will then 
have the floor of office heated instead of ceiling. 

This is on the supposition that the stove is at least 
18 inches in diameter. Yours truly,

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VENTILATION LAW. 





PENNSYLVANIA 





The following law has been adopted for the proper 
ventilation of school houses in Pennsylvania: 

AN ACT, entitled an act for the purpose of governing 
the construction of public school buildings in order that the 
health, sight and comfort of all pupils may be protected. 

Whereas, It is of great importance to the people of this 
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Commonwealth that public school buildings hereafter erected 
by any board of education, school trustees or school direc- 
tors shall be properly heated, lighted and ventilated. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met and and it is hereby enacted by the author- 
ity of the same, that in order that due care may be exercised in 
the heating, lighting and ventilating of public school buildings 
hereafter erected, no schoolhouse shall be erected by any 
board of education or school district in this state the cost 
of which shall exceed $4,000 until the plans and specifications 
for the same shall show in detail the proper heating, lighting 
and ventilating of such building. 

Sec. 2. Light shall be admitted from the left and rear 
of class rooms and the total light area must, unless strength- 
ened by the use of reflecting lenses, equal at least 25 per 
centum of the floor space. 

Sec. 3. Schoolhouses shall have in each class room at 
least 15 square feet of floor space and not less than 200 
cubic feet of air space per pupil and shall provide for an

Replying to the request of J. G. Trentlage for a 
method to cut the pattern for a flaring top, for a right 
cylinder with a circular base: 

In the illustration Fig. 1 A B C D is the plan of base 
of cylinder, A’ B’ E’ V is the elevation of the flaring 
top, A J E H is the plan of opening in the flaring 
top, F is the center of opening. Through F draw a 
straight line, and continue the line B’ E’ in elevation to 
intersect this line at S. Divide the small circle in plan 
in points E, 1, 2, 3, J, 4, 5, 6, A. Remember A’ B’ 
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shown in elevation. From S as a center and radius 
S E’ describe an arc of a circle. On the arc just drawn 
space off the distances between the points of division in 
the small circle as indicated by E, 1, 2, 3, J. 

The next step is to space off the slant length of each 
triangle in regular order, and in the pattern sheet you 
must measure from the fixed points in the arc of the 
circle. The distance F K’ is shown on pattern by the 
line 1 K. From the point 1 in pattern and distance 
F K’ describe an arc and with the distance B K in base 
of cylinder, with B’ in the pattern as a center, describe 
an arc to intersect the arc previously drawn, mark the 
intersection of the two arcs by the letter K in the pat- 
tern, draw the line K 1. The distance from B’ to K can 

















is the top base of the cylinder. Each point of division 
is above the line A’ B’ the distance indicated by the line 
A’ V. From the center point F through each point of 
division draw the lines A E B, 1 K, 2 L, 3 D, J M, and 
so on as shown in plan. Each line represents the base 
of a right-angled triangle. The perpendicular height is 
the line P’ F. 

In the elevation the line B’ E’ is shown full length. 
The real length of line 1 K is the slant side of a tri- 
angle, and is found by spacing off the distance 1 K 
from P’ K’ in the line A’ B’ draw the line K’ F. This 
line is the real length of the third side of the triangle. 
From P’ space off the distances 2 L, 3 D, J M, 4 N, 
O 5, P 6. Those distances are indicated on the line 
A’ B’ by letters L’, D’, M’, N’, P?, O’. From each 
letter draw a line to F’. 

To lay out the pattern, Fig. 2, draw the indefinite line 
B’ E’ S. On that line space off the distance S B’ as 





be drawn by a curved ruler. Now that portion of the 
flaring top shown in plan by the letters E, B, 1, K, is 
shown in the pattern sheet by the letters B’, E’, K, 1. 
Space off the distance F L’, from 2 in pattern, with the 
distance K L as shown in plan, and point K in the pat- 
tern sheet as a center, describe an arc as before. Draw 
line L 2 in pattern. 

From 3, J, 4, 5, 6, V, in the pattern space off the 
slant length of the triangles, space off the distance be- 
tween the points in plan in regular order, to intersect 
the arcs previously drawn, as before, lines traced 
through the points will give half pattern of the base of 
flaring top. Join the points in the base with the points 
in the small arc by drawing the lines L 2, D 3, M J, 
N 4,05, P 6, A V, completing the pattern. Edges are 
to be allowed to fasten the flaring top on cylinder. The 
lines on one-half of the pattern are not lettered, but are 
similar to the other half of pattern. 








From 3-J in pattern space off the slant length of 
the triangles, also space the distances between the 
points in plan, to intersect the arcs previously drawn, 
as before. Join the points in the base, with the points 
in the small arc, by drawing lines L-2, D-E, M-J. 

To obtain the remainder of the pattern it is neces- 
sary to construct auxiliary triangles, to determine the 
location of the points. 

The exact iength of a line from J to N is indicated 
by E’-L’. 

From J in pattern as a center, with distance E’-L’, 
describe an arc; from M in base, with distance M-N, 
describe an arc to intersect the arc previously drawn, 
mark the intersection by N. To obtain the exact loca- 
tion of point 4, take the distance F’-N’ in dividers, and 
from N as a center describe an arc; take the distance 
J-4 in plan and from J in pattern describe an arc to 
intersect the arc previously drawn; mark the intersec- 
tion figure 4. 

The exact length of a line from 4 to 0 is the distance 
E’-R; the distance from 5 to P is the distance E’-Y ; 
the exact distance from 6 to A is the distance F-P’. 
In the pattern space from 4, the length of the line E’-R 
at the base, from N, as a center, with the distance N-O, 
describe an arc, mark the intersection O; from point 
O, space the distance F’-O’, take distance 4-5 in divid- 
ers, describe an arc, mark the intersection 5. 

The location of points 6 and V, at the top of pat- 
tern, and P and A, at base of pattern, are found: in a 
similar manner. 

Any irregular flaring article is laid out by construct- 
ing a system of triangles. Always draw a center line 
on pattern and lay out the length of lines on each side 
of center,

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A SIMPLE EXPLANATION. 





It seems to be a very simple matter for authors to

Electricity is a subject

Prof. Landgraf compares a stroke of lightning to 
the passage of water from one barrel which is filled 
with water to another one, which is almost or nearly 
empty. It is the transmission of material or energy 
from a body which is highly charged to one which is 
less highly charged. The ultimate effect is to ‘produce 
an equilibrium which in the case of the barrel, is water 
to the same depth in both barrels. Of course, the 
transmission of water goes on very much more slowly 
than does the transition of lightning, but the principle 
upon which both operate is similar in every other re- 
spect. 

Prof. Landgraf goes on to say that the chief use 
of lightning rods is not to be struck, and thus prevent 
the building from being struck, but to equalize the 
intensity of the charge between the cloud above the 
house’ and the roof beneath in a silent, slow and harm- 
less manner. This process of equalization reduces to 
a minimum the number of cases when the rod will be 
actually struck. The great value of lightning rods is 
further illustrated in the case of the cathedrals of 
Europe. Lightning rods were perfected in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. Before that time, these 
cathedrals were annually damaged to the extent of 
from $2,000 to $20,000. Since the perfection of light- 
ning fods not any large building of Europe which con- 
tained a lightning rod has been injured to any appre- 
ciable extent. 

The accompanying illustration shows the ground 
connection of the Security lightning rod. The manu- 
facturers of this rod, the Security Lightning Rod Co., 
Inc., Burlington, Wis., believe that the value of a 
lightning rod depends on the ground connection. With 
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no ground connection, or with an inefficient one, the 
lightning rod is valueless. A piece of rod three inches 
long is furnished prepared to slip on the rod as shown 
in the cut. The top cup above the ground receives the 
water, the lower one discharges it around the outside 
of the rod after the lower two feet of the tube are full. 
The manufacturers feel that no better ground connec- 
tion can be secured by any method. The Security 
Lightning Rod Co. own the patents of the water sup- 
ply, which they claim will make a perfect ground con- 
nection.

PIG IRON. 
Matthew Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


It seems to us that the main fact in the market fust now is 
the enormous consumption. Consumption is satisfactory in 
every respect. Steel irons are in great demand, and general 
and special foundries to-day without any doubt whatever are 
using more iron than at any previous time in the history of 
the trade. There is in all branches of the business a tre- 
mendous amount of activity, and prospects for the balance of 
the year could not well be better. The railroads are buying 
everything from locomotives and rails down, and they will 
continue to do so for some time to come. One of the im- 
portant rail mills of the country has booked a very consid- 
erable tonnage for 1906. In nearly all lines of finished busi- 
ness the feeling is optimistic. Of course it must be frankly 
confessed that at the present time there is not much buying, 
but this is merely a case illustrating the old proverb, “You 
can’t eat your cake and have it, too.” In other words, the 
buying movement cannot last forever. During the first three 
months of this year there was steady and continuous purchas- 
ing of pig iron. Buyers expected a large business this year 
and they have not been disappointed. They also feared that 
prices might go very much higher. This has not occurred, 
owing mainly to the fact that production has been able so far 
to meet all the demands that consumption has made upon it. 
This large buying of iron during the first quarter was for 
shipment as a rule over the first half of the year. Furnaces 
have their order books well filled, shipments are being made 
right along, and there is no general pressure on the part of 
the furnaces to sell. Consumers, if they are going to keep 
running, will in the natural course of events be obliged pres- 
ently to purchase their supply of iron for the last half of the 
year. Just now they are staying out of the market, but there 
is some purchasing of course right along. The pig iron mar- 
ket has seen a similar state of affairs frequently before, and 
there is nothing in the situation to warrant some of the pes- 
simistic talk that has been published. 

Coke is very much livelier than pig iron, and there have 
been heavy transactions for furnace and foundry coke, all 
these transactions being for shipment over the last half of the 
year. 





Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


The quietness of the market is its most pronounced fea- 
ture. While this is not an indication of lack of consumption, 
sales have been rare. What trades have been made are 
mostly confined to small orders, or 100-ton lots, and these 
have all been for immediate needs to help out expiring con- 
tracts, deliveries on which have been completed. There is a 
decided preference on all sides to wait a while longer before 
covering for last half requirements. Southern iron is estab- 
lished at $13.00, Birmingham, with no immediate prospects of 
change. 

Coke and ‘iron continue to move freely on contracts and 
there is renewed interest on the part of large consumers in 
fuel supply. This seems to be taking precedence over atten- 
tion to order books, as these are in good shape and furnaces 
are content to follow out a waiting policy. 

Recent storms at many points have quite seriously inter- 
fered with satisfactory operation of ovens and furnaces, and a 
slightly curtailed output for the week has resulted.

\ new cloud has arisen on the horizon that may 
make considerable difference to the sheet metal mar- 


ket. The Amalgamated Association, which controls 
the majority of the rolling mills, have demanded an 


increase in pay, equivalent to 18 per cent. While it is 
almost a certainty that the rolling mill people will 
refuse to grant any such advance, and more than likely 
refuse any advance at all, the mill owners, especially 
the leading interests, are liable to refuse outright any 
advance in the scale, and probably would be more than 
pleased to have a strike on July Ist, as it has been 
secretly intimated they have been preparing for such 
an emergency. The entire cloud may blow over, but 
it will be wise for the buyers to keep a close eye on the 
situation and to see that they have sufficient stock on 
hand for their actual requirements, should the strike 
occur. It is too early to predict anything positive in 
this line. 

The movement to consolidate all of the independent 
mills is progressing slowly—it will be several weeks 
before anything definite can be announced.

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CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


There is a general misconception among the mem- 
bers of the hardware trade outside of Chicago that 
the teamsters’ strike in Chicago is seriously affecting 
shipments. As a matter of fact, only one of the job- 
bing houses and none of the manufacturing houses 
are strike-ridden. In the case of the one jobber, the 
strike has been broken, though police protection for its 
wagons is necessary. Freight shipments of the job- 
ber in question are sent and received just as in ordinary 
circumstances. The other manufacturers and jobbers 
are not hampered in the least. The express companies 
have succeeded in getting almost enough non-union 
drivers and conductors to run their full number of 
wagons. Their shipments and collections are made 
quite regularly and little or no difficulty is experienced. 
The new men will require some time, of course, to 
thoroughly acquaint themselves with their work and 
with the town, but it is expected that in a very short 
time this unfamiliarity with their duties will be en- 
tirely dissipated: Retailers need feel no anxiety about 
the delivery of orders sent to Chicago. 

The action of the independent wire manufacturers 
at their recent meeting in deciding to maintain the 
present schedule of prices has served to strengthen 
the market in all its branches. Many dealers and 
jobbers have been holding off in anticipation of a re- 
duction. Now that it is evident that the present sched- 
ule will remain unchanged, orders are being sent in 
more freely and a better sentiment prevails. The re- 
tailers are active likewise and their active demand for 
nails and fencing indicates that farmers throughout 
the country are in a prosperous condition. 

At a meeting of the Eastern Window Glass Jobbers’ 
Association, held in New York a week ago, repre- 
sentatives from nine prominent Eastern and Southern 
cities were in attendance. The object of the meeting 
was to relieve present undesirable conditions by es- 
tablishing higher prices. It was decided unanimously 
to hold all glass with the exception of the first two 
single brackets B, at 90 and 10 per cent off the list, 
and to make the price of the latter grade and size 
from 90 and 20 to 90 and 25 per cent. The market 
in the East and West shows some improvement over 
last week, though the market is still rather weak. 

Asbestos board and paper have been advanced 50 
per cent and bear the higher price very easily. The 
demand for this product has been exceptionally heavy 
during the last six months and prospects indicate that 
it will continue so. Other price changes are as fol- 
lows:
